Fe it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. That there be established at Fremont City, in
the county of Wright, an institution by the name of Fremont
City University of Minnesota, and that Heman Woodworth,

There shall at all times be twelve trustees of said
corporation, together with a board of visitors, to he appointed
annually by said trustees.

the student, his parents or guardians.

Src. 4. The ssid univergity shall be located at Fremont
City, and shall afford complete facilities to perfect the scho-
lars not only in the arts and sciences, but in the professions
of law, medicine and divinity: Previded, That at no time the
trustees shall be required to exceed the means under their
control as trustecs.

The trustees shall have power to prescribe and
regulate the course of studies to be pursued in said institt- oo of B
tion, to fix the rate of tuition apd other expenses, to make gy
rules for the regulation of the conduct of the students and
for the expulsion of such as are disorderly; they shall faith-
fully apply oll funds by them colleeted or received, accord-
ing to their best judgment, in erecting suitable buildings,
supporting the necessary officers, instructors and agents, in
procuring books and apparatus necessary to the success of
the institution: Provided however, That in case any donation
or bequest be made for any purpose, which accords with the ponasions
design of the institution, the trustees shall receive and accept
the same, and shall apply such denation or bequest infcon-
formity with the copdition or desire of the doner; and all
corporate property, whether real, personal or mixed, shall be
free from taxation, to the amount of thirty thousand dollars.

Sec, 10. The board of trustees may meet on their own
adjonrnment, any seven of whom shall constitute a quornm Quornm
for the transaction of business, and the president with the
concurrence of two trustecs, or any four trustccs may call
special meetings of the board, by giving notice to the mem-xouice of Spe-
bers thereof in writing, or otherwise, at least thirty days be-  clal mesting
forc the time of such meeting, and any trustee may be remo-
ved for o neglect of dufy for more than one year.

Sec. 11.  The trusteds of the University shall have power
to establish a preparatory departiment, t6 roise, collect and TTU8e®
receive funds to erect buildings, appoint & principal profes-
gor, and do all neceesary acts for the establishment, main-
taining and conducting of the preparatory department, and
all appointments and officers of aaid department to bo gov-
erned by this charter.
